PREFACE. 

This little book contains all that is required for 
pupils whose aim is to learn to translate freely 
German classical authors^ and to acquire some facility 
in framing a German sentence. 

The modern phonetic orthography, sanctioned in 
1880 by the Prussian Government, and recommended 
to be taught in Prussian schools, is as yet so new, 
that it has not had time to find its way into the 
general literature of Germany ; we have consequently 
retained the old spelling in this Primer, calling, how- 
ever, attention, from time to time, to the modern form 
of the words. 

The main alterations introduced in 1880 are the 
following: — 

1. The modified vowels, whether used as capitals 
or as small letters, take the umlaut sign above them. 

2. The termination formerly spelt ni^ is now 
written ni6» The plural form ends in nijfe. 

3. The terminations formerly spelt tlf)um and tlf)um 
are now written tum and turn respectively. 

4. The letter 1^ before a vowel is dropped in a

COMPOUND VERBS.
